T h e taxpayers have spent a 
lot o f money training the coun­ 
ty 
department 
heads 
in 
the 
court 
house. 
These 
officials 
know that the taxpayers are de­ 
m anding 
tax 
reductions 
(at 
least no tax increases) and the 
utmost economy in the operation 
o f the various 
county offices. 
W ho then can accomplish that 
purpose best? O fficials of prov­ 
en ability— or inexperienced o f­ 
fice-seekers 
who 
know 
little 
about the jobs they wish to fill? 
The new candidates may all be 
honorable gentlemen, successful in 
the vocations they propose to quit, 
and no doubt have a following of 
friends and political associates — but 
that doesn't mean they can properly 
perform the specialized duties re­ 
quired of court house officials. Coun­ 
ty officials are elected to do a spe­ 
cific job— not just because they are 
good fellows. 


T h e trend throughout the na­ 
tion is to keep efficient officials 
in office, in the interest o f eco­ 
nomical governm ent. 
President 
Roosevelt mentioned this in his 
fireside chat over the radio Fri­ 
day evening when 
he compli­ 
mented 
the Congress for put­ 
ting postmasters under civil serv­ 
ice. 
W e have alw ays thought 
it is the height of foolishness to 
change postmasters every 
time 
we change the administration in 
W ashington. T h e non-legislative 
county official should 
be 
no 
more affected by politics than 
the postmaster. 
T h e work o f a 
county department head is sim­ 
ilar to that of a postmaster. 
H e 
is not a legislator. 
H is duties 
are outlined by the law and pub­ 
lic demand. 
H e serves no po­ 
litical party, faction, or group of 
citizens, but is accountable only 
to the taxpayers w ho pay 
his 
salary. 
If he. cáfinot, or does not, do his 
work properly, of course he should 
be removed from office and a more 
efficient official put in his place. - 
But so long as he does his work well, I 
we can see no reason for making a 
change, especially when such a ‘ 
change proves costly. 


For this reason we believe all 
non-legislative 
officials 
in the 
Riverside 
county court house 
should be retained in office — 
and we also believe the majority 
o f the voters feel the same way 
about it. 
There is no 
reason 
w hy we shouldn t conduct 
the 
county’s business 
just 
as 
we 
would our own 
business, 
by 
keeping 
experienced

Outside of an A. F. of L. picket on 
the highway west of Palm Springs, 
union activity of the disturbing type 
does not exist in the village and these 
A. F. of L pickets are not objection­ 
able. Placed there to influence truck 
drivers delivering materials to local 
yards, the pickets limit their activities 
to one or two men sitting in a car 
parked off the highway. On the cal­ 
is a sign labeled “A. F. of L.” The 
pickets do not attempt to forcefully 
stop the supply trucks. 


Pass Anti-Picketing Ordinance 
Another development In the labor 
situation was the passing by the city 
council Wednesday night of Ordinance 
No. 13 (anti-picketing ordinance) "An 
ordinance concerning the maintenance 
of public peace and public safety dur­ 
ing labor disputes.” The ordinance 
passed unanimously. 
j. L. Doss, secretary of the Cen­ 
tral Labor Council, appeared before 
(he city council Wednesday night and 
addressed the council 011 behalf of 
(he unions. He stated that the unions 
had no objection to the ordinance and 
that it was satisfactory. He stated 
that the unions ask only that its “en­ 
forcement be without discrimination." 
After passing the ordinance as or­ 
iginally written, the city council. In 
response to the request of Mr. Doss, 
then passed a resolution ordering the 
police department to enforce Ordin­ 
ance No. 13 without discrimination and 
instructed the city clerk to inform 
the chief of police of such order. 
A considerable amount of building 
¡is now going on. undisturbed, in Palm 
‘Springs, the majority of the jobs op- 
!crating on an open shop basis; and 
peace now- prevails on the local 
jbor front.”

This rumor is absolutely untrue and 
groundless. 


Asking the voters of the county to 
return him to office for the seventh 
time, C. R. Stibbens. Riverside county 
tax collector and one of the 
best 
known county officials In tax work in 
¡Southern California, this week formal­ 
ly announced his candidacy for reelec- 
1 tion at the August 30 primary election. 
Tlie collector's office here is regard­ 
ed as one of the best operated in the 
Southland. 
It was 26 years ago that Stibbens. 
then city tax collector of Riverside, 
was drafted by the county board of 
supervisors to take the county collec­ 
tor’s post. He has been reelected 
each term since that time. His public 
service antedates his entry into the 
county work by several years as he 
was city clerk of Riverside nine years 
and city auditor five years. He an­ 
nounced his candidacy for reelection 
in the following statement: 
“Being unable to personally com­ 
municate with the people of the coun­ 
ty I am taking this opportunity to an­ 
nounce through the medium of the 
newspapers of the county my candi­ 
dacy for reelection as county tax col- 
i lector. 
1 "Voters of the county have reposed 
¡n. I their confidence in me at former elec­ 
tions ami 1 am deeply appreciative of 
this support. I have earnestly tried 
to fulfill my pledge of honest and effi­ 
cient administration made to the vot­ 
ers. 
"One who has not been in close 
touch with the work of the tax col­ 
lector's office has no conception of 
the tremendous amount of responsibil­ 
ity and liard work there is attached 
to the office. The collector must pre­ 
pare and mail 60.000 tax statements 
¡each year and take in more than $4.­ 
000,000 in county, city, school and gen­ 
eral taxes for all but one small part of 
the county. Redemptions and sales 
of delinquent properties have loaded 
onto the collector's office a vast 
amount of new duties. 
"1 am proud of the fact that the 
successive grand juries, after making 
thorough inspections and audits of my 
department, have found nothing in er­ 
ror during the years of my adminis­ 
tration.

13 and 14 respectively of the City of 
Palm Springs. 
Both ordinances were passed unan­ 
imously by the council. Ordinance No. 
13. "An ordinance concerning the 
maintenance of public peace and pub­ 
lic safety during labor disputes," and 
Ordinance No. 14, "An ordinance of 
the City of Palm Springs creating a 
city planning commission" will become 
effective in 30 days. After that time 
Palm Springs' first planning commis­ 
sion will he appointed. 


Doss Addresses Council 
At the meeting Wednesday night J. 
L. Doss, secretary of the 
Central 
Labor Council, addressed the council 
concerning Ordinance No. 13. Dows 
stated that the ordinance fs eatisfso- 
tory and that the unions have no ob­ 
jection to it. He said that the unions 
ask only that "enforcement be with­ 
out discrimination.” 
After passing the ordinance as writ­ 
ten, the council passed a resolution 
ordering the police department to en­ 
force Ordinance No. 13 without dis­ 
crimination. They instructed the city 
clerk to Inform the chief of police of 
such order. 
Ordinances Introduced 
Three more ordinances were intro­ 
duced at the meeting this week. One 
(No. 15). An ordinance of the city of 
Palm Springs amending Ordinance No. 
S, being Die Palm Springs Building 
Code, adopted June x. 1938, by amend­ 
ing Sections 2205. 2410. 2909, 3102, 
3701. and 4501. and by adding sections 
20S. 209 and 210; a second iNo. 16) 
"An ordinance of tlie city of Paim 
Springs requiring permits for private 
patrols”; and a third (No. 17) “An 
ordinance of the city of Palm Springs 
requiring registration in hotels.” 
Ordinance No. 15 would amend the 
uniform building code, principally by 
changing the specifications for stucco 
construction and the specifications for 
the use of cement and lime, li would 
change the method of constructing 
chimneys. By the provisions ot tins 
ordinance 
workmen, except night 
watchmen, would he prohibited from 
camping on tlie site of const: uctiou; 
and it further provides that during 
the winter season, Dec. 1 to May 31, 
no work will he permitted between the 
the hours of 5 p. m. and 7:30 a. ni. 
Ordinance No. 16 would require any­ 
one wishing to operate a private pa- 
houses, and hotels to keep a register 
trol of any type to obtain a special 
permit from the city council. 
Proposed Ordinance No. 17 would 
require all lodging houses, rooming
